— . WE REMAIN DEEPLY CONCERNED ABOUT THE HUMAN P.ISHTS 
SITUATION IN CHINA. WE ARE PARTICULARLY CONCERNED BY THE 
ON-GOING DETENTION OF THOSE IMPRISONED FOR THE PEACEFUL
